W ashington, July 3.—The m onthly 
report of statitiscian of the departm ent 
of agriculture will show the average 
condition of cotton June 25 at 81.1 as 
compared w ith 81.5 on May 20, 75.8, 
July I, 1900, 87.8. 
A t tho correspond­ 
ing dates of 1899, a J 0-year average of 
80.3 and 15-year average of 87.5. A con­ 
dition of 81.1 is, w ith tho exception of 
July condition reported last year, the 
lowest recorded condition reported at 
this season. 
Condition in the principal 
states are reported as follows: 
N orth 
Carolina, 77; South Carolina, 70; Flori­ 
da, 78; Alabama, 80; Mississippi, 86, 
Louisiana, 84, Texas, 86, Arkansas, 84; 
Tennessee, 60; Oklahoma, 91. Indian 
Terr ory, 88. 
There was an improvement (luring j 
June of 2 points in Texas, 3 points in 
Arkansas, Oklahoma aud Indian Terri- 
I tory, 4 in Alabama, Mississippi aud 
Louisiana and 7 in Tennessee. 
On the other hand there was a de- I 
cline of 8 points in Georgia and Florida 
and IO points in N orth Carolina aud 
South Carolina.
